t all started out very innocently. 


Roommate and fellow ‘DVS cohort Lee Hammond wondered out loud 
what direction the spring program guide should take. “Our listeners 
never get to see the real “us’, since we’re on the radio. Why don’t we 
take this guide to the other extreme? Why not have a nude staff photo 
for the centerfold of the Program Guide?” 


Seemed like a good idea. Aren’t college radio stations supposed to 
“push the envelope” and get this stuff out of our systems before we 
leave college for the “Real World”? We soon made plans to turn one 
of our t-shirt tie-dye parties into a photo shoot for the guide. All 
willing staff gathered at Program Director Grant Forrester’s house to 
customize and dye some Mr. Turntable Head T-Shirts. Shirts were tye- 
dyed and beverages were consumed to loosen any inhibitions that 
lingered. Our Cal Aggie photographer friend Tony Novalozo showed 
up with camera in hand (and no pants) and the stripping started! I was 
amazed at how easy it was to start disrobing and getting ready for the 
shoot. 


We all gathered around the pool. About 15 or so men and 8 or 9 
women were there (where were the rest of the staff?). At first, we 
were all was a bit tentative, standing “cheek to cheek”, trying hard not 
to let our eyes wander. As time went on, we all loosened up as we 
posed for individual and group shots as laughter took over. With a 
few rolls in the can, we soon went back inside, got dressed, continued 
our tye-dying and consuming of libations. In the morning, each of us 
awoke in a haze, wondering exactly what had happened. 


As we prepared for the release of the guide, advertisers were told of 
the impending spread. Articles were written, photos gathered and Lee 
and his staff put the finishing touches on the guide. A week later, I 
was at the station when a pile of guides landed on my desk right off 
the press. Suddenly, the realization of what we had done became 
clear! Then, a phone call came in from one of the more uptight 
ASUCD council members. “John, what do you think you are doing? 
You can’t spend ASUCD money on this!”. Then, a call from the 
campus media board, asking for us to hold off on distribution until the 
guide could be discussed. Proactively, we quickly stamped a “Does 
Not Reflect The Viewpoint Of A.S.U.C.D.” disclaimer on the guides. 
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he following week, someone at the Sacramento Bee caught wind of the 
guide and ran a story on the front page of the Metro section. Little did we know, 
but once a story is in the Bee, it hits all the News Wires. As word spread, not 
only was the guide all over Sacramento commercial radio, but news outlets all 
over the WORLD were covering the story. My mom saw a TV story on it in San 
Jose (she loved it!). Our news director’s vacationing parents heard about it in 
England! People from all over the country were calling in wanting a copy or a 
quote about the guide. Meanwhile, I was hiding from the circus in the undergrad 
library trying to cram for midterms! Soon, everything settled down, and 
thousands of KDVS fans had a special guide to KDVS programming to hang on 
their wall! 


ince ad dollars weren’t used to make the 


guide, there wasn’t too much the school or 
A.S.U.C.D. could do. I think the faculty 
advisors in charge secretly thought the Program 
Guide was cool, they couldn’t very well publicly 
support it. A front page story on the guide ran in 
the Aggie and the guide was the talk of the 
campus for a few days. We were happy to have 
this blow over, especially with midterms just 
around the corner!

I looked at the control board and saw that the 
Studio A light, instead of blinking in preset mode, was solidly lit which meant that we were broadcasting the 
funk that the other DJ was listening to. “Oh s—t!” Apparently she had seen the flashing button in the studio 
and pressed it, not realizing that completed the switching process. It took another 3-5 minutes to switch 
back.

They could sense trouble was 
afoot. Sure enough, trouble came. The band lit a fire in container that had been set at the front of the stage. 

He 
was too late. The lights came on, the sound went off, and the band left the stage. The Cal Aggie hosts had 
stopped the show. Afterwards, the Cal Aggie hosts, famished from their hard work, went backstage and ate 
the band’s pizza.”

“The Second Annual Hiphop Marathon was a blast. It was in Dec 2001, I think, before all the 
other genres started jumping on the bandwagon. Anyway, I coordinated the event, on top of filling in the 
gaps during hours that nobody was around. By the time I went on air during the afternoon slot I had 
reserved for myself, | was wiped out. And I stunk. Not just aa little. No, I’m talking the kind of funk you 
can only get from hanging around too long in a windowless basement space with rotting Coffeehouse food. 
At about 5pm I started feeling the walls of Studio B closing in on me, and I knew it was time for a break. 
So I left Recluse in charge and went home. Knowing I was coming back to wrap up the marathon from 9- 
midnight, I turned off the radio and shut out KDVS from my head entirely. Took a shower, ate a nice hot 
meal, regained my sanity, then went back down at around 7:30. Recluse: “Dude, did you hear it?!” No, i 
haven t heard shit for the past two hours, and it sounded great. “Oh, man! DJ Shadow came through!” To

“ There’s the time I had my 2am show where some fun homeless character was juss kickin’ it on the couch. 
Havin’ a smoke, clipping his toenails, reading some literature. I made Gina come down with me cuz it was my first 
show ever. Anyway, Mister Guy gave us a couple of fliers for swing dancing lessons; pretty standard really. Then he | 
asked me what my DJ name was and I reluctantly said, “Miss Marnie Hoptants.” Then he proceeded to tell me he had 
a playboy upstairs if | was interested. Yeah... — 

And then there was last fundraiser where Gina and | decided to get together and play songs on the radio 
for whoever made a 20 pledge or more. The good thing was that the show was at 6am and we woke up a little late We 
rushed out of the house around 5:30 to load my Farfisa organ and her drums in to the car. We got to the parking. | at 
§:50am and didn’t wanna make two trips to the station with our crap. That was our first mistake. So Gina gral ded 
ALL of her drum equipment. barely containing it all and I grabbed my organ, which, i'd like to add was 500 Ibs 
heavier than it looked. The entrance to lower freeborn was just about 20 feet away when I stumbled on a J ttle 
goddamned pebble and took to the air. The organ (the poor organ) slid on the pavement about 10 feet and I hi the 
pavement chest first. My first thought was “the organ!” and then for a split second | really wanted to cry. Thal 
realized that Gina and the Gardener in front of the MU would laugh at me. So I got up, gave a painful chuckle and 
said, “hey.. I’m...ok...ha..-ha.....lets....go....” Then the Gardener ran to me in horror and carried the organ for me 
downstairs. Then he got freaked out by the décor inside the station and ran away. Suffice it to say, 
I was a bit sore that night. But I’m happy to say that the show was a total success.”

“One time during an on-air fundraiser show we were trying to bolster support for 
KDVS in order to get more callers to phone-in and donate. I was the on-air operator, and my 
buddy dj’s/co-hosts, Fletch and Adam, had been somewhat “buzzed” before going on the air.

Cali Gari Dai Roku Jikkenshitsu Album 

Released January 14" , 2001. Misshitsu 

Neurose 

This is not Cali Gari’s newest album, but 

probably the best one for a new listener to 

Cali Gari. Cali Gari is something really to 

be experienced ... On this album, like on 

their other albums, the style of play 

changes with every song. The first track is a rousing chorus of “Shine!! 
Shine!!!” (pronounced shii — nay) and “koroshite yaru” meaning “Die! 


Die!” and “I'll kill you”. Moving on from the hilarious first track, various 


styles ensue. From light jaunty surf, a fast paced eccentric piece with 
synths, the next track takes a about a ten minute break of the band being 
interviewed. Every song on the album is a different creative guitar 
delicacy. It can be abrasive and somewhat irritating (michi wa road), 


melodic (kindaiteki cosme shouka), and definitely jazzy at times in sound 


(cobalt), poppy, heavy, ballads ... basically you can’t pin one genre on 
them other than rock. Their songs are often kooky. 
Shuuji, the vocalist is able to display a wide range of emotions, at time 
being a wonderfully pleasant reaching voice, and at other times sounds 
come out of him which resembles a screeching 
weasel. The main mastermind of the band who has 
been around since the beginning of the band is Ao 
(see the picture). 
The songs as a whole support the album as a very 
unique listen, but is slightly grating at times. It is 


occasionally difficult to listen through the entire 60

Aliza Marie tokumei kibou no otayori March 30", 
2002 Album-single Donut Records West 
This mini-album is the second release from a small little known Indies 
scene jrock band called Aliza Marie. This release shows a lot of potential 
for the band. With only 15 minutes of music and 3 songs, its more of a 
single than an album, but that is one of the endearing aspects of the 


Japanese Indies scene. Think of the albums as small savory dishes, which 


must be carefully tasted by ear, and slowly savored. 

The first song (A-ko) starts off with some static and some 
spoken word and some bleeps... after which the song jumps to life into 
this incredible melody and a beautiful vocalist. The vocalist, Kaede has 


this perfect hoarse voice that deforms itself into all types of shapes. It’s a 


voice like this, where you don’t even need to understand Japanese to fall 
under his voice. The best part of this voice is this very well controlled 
vibrato that he puts onto many syllables, drawing them out. It makes me 
want to sing along. And behind the vocals is a creative and quick visual 


kei sound ... (which is like a blend of glam, metal, thrash, and punk all in 


one .... The style mixes the bass, guitars, and drums all into a kind of 
yummy soup each one taking an equal part of the melody.) The guitar 
hooks in this song complement Kaede’s vocals very well. The song 
gives much indulgence to the instruments .... Near the end of the 
song, each of the instruments goes into solos. The song has a 
melancholy feeling to it, and jaunts along at a very rapid pace. boku 
to hari no shinmitsu na kankei is upbeat melodies, but very loud 
guitars and drums and bass again. It has a slight rockabilly feel to it. 
Not to suggest that it’s pop ... it’s that the music combines very good 
rock (the guitar playing is very skillful) with a heavy sound and 
discordant melodic vocals. Kaya no soto, the last song, is nice as well, 
it’s the long slow sad song ... but the song gets heavier and louder at 
the end ... think of something in the musical writing style of Bauhaus 
or the Cure.

Moi Dix Mois Dialogue Symphonie Single 
Released November 27", 2002. Midi Nette 

This is the first release from Mana’s (affectionately referred 
to as Mana-sama by some) new group. Moi Dix Mois 1s a 3 piece 
consisting of Mana on guitar, Juka on vocals, and Kazuno on Bass. 
Mana is ex-guitarist from Malice Mizer, which was one of the most 
well known bands and most creative bands in the Japanese visual 
scene. This single is very much in the same vein as Mana’s work with 
Malice Mizer ... a classical intro with forboding synths, joined with 
supporting drums, and chorals. Which are also synths. After which 
comes a rapid paced organ and harpsichord, played by Mana’s guitar. 
It’s typical of Mana’s work in that it has really good gothic baroque 
guitar synth sounds. The vocalist is Juka who fits perfectly for these 
kind of songs ... he can be creepy when he sings in English (sounds 
kind of like guttural mutterings) and really shines when he sings the 
chorus ... he has a chant-like voice, and is quite good at hitting those 
high notes, peaking at the dramatic part of the song. 

The second song, Forbidden, has a harder edge to it. Rapid 
drums and muttered English, plus harpsichord arpeggios and a 
repeated heavy drum and guitar line. The song 
sounds really nice in the harpsichord solos, and 
the chorus hits, with Juka being melodic again. 

Anyone who likes dark wave would 
probably like this single. Think of a more classical 
sounding Die Form with classically trained 
vocalist. In comparison to Malice Mizer’s works, 
it sounds like Bara no Seidou, except more polished. But on the other 
hand, there’s not a lot innovation in these songs, but if you like Malice 
Mizer, you'll enjoy it. 4 out 5. 


Deadman Site of Scaffold Album Released November 11th, 2001. 
Heart Land Records 
Deadman’s first album is a sleazy rock and roll extravaganza. The 
guitars and drums dominate for the first half of the album. The first 
track, dlof facs starts out with about 40 seconds of a child swinging, 
given the album a nice eerie start. The second track is a moderately 
paced hard rock number. Mako’s vocals seem to lead to the 
compositions into emotional territory by giving them something to 
shape themselves around. The intensity doesn’t let up on the 3rd or 4th 
track. Oboreru sakana is slower, but still lays down the intense guitars, 
bass, and drums. Blood, the 4th track has catchy guitar riffs, and is 
probably one of the best songs on the album. The bass and guitar beat 
out this intense pulse like beat. The Sth track lightens things up for a 
little bit as they take a break for a ballad. Even on the ballad, they still 
aren’t tame. The guitar and bass are a little less distorted on it. Track 
6, re:make is screeching vocals, with very distorted guitars and bass. 
It’s probably the loudest song of the album. But at the end of the song, 
it has a little soft part, but then goes back to the shouted vocals. Track 
7, shikibetsu no nai kuukyo, has its guitars distorted less, and starts out 
some wha tmellow. As the song goes on, it gains in 
intensity. Once again, the album goes out with 
child’s swing, except this time it’s 
complemented by Mako kind of singing to 
himself (or screaming) and death metal 
guitars. On this album, the different parts 
really come together to create a great album. 
The guitars and bass are heavily distorted, the 
drums loud, while the vocals are what makes it 
enjoyable to listen to it. His great control of 


vocals is that he can be sad, or scary or whatever. And one of the 
most enjoyable things: vibrato ... kind of a shaky vibrato but a Ce 
good one nonetheless. 5 out of 5 


Nookicky Cloudy Pop Book Mini-Album released May 20th, 
2001. Finch Liqueur Records 

Nookicky is the side project of Full, a member of Guniw Tools. 
I'd say that this project of his is very creative. The emphasis ts not 
so much rock, more of an emphasis on atmosphere. The vocals are 
high and squeaky and hard to make out. Its more spoken than 
sung. The music is a sort of psychish drone. There is use of loops. 
There is some electronic sound to it, since Full uses some 
sampling in the work. On the second track, End of Regret, the 
guitars sound kind of eastern European. Full’s vocal in 
combination with the music makes it sound very strange and 
creepy. Cloudy Pop Book has droning guitars and weird popping 
noises ... Frozen damp ground sounds like creepy circus music ... 
Full is still has creepy vocals. Frog King has little clicking noises 
and beeps ... and the same atmospheric droning guitars. It makes 
me think of the circus again ... in particular the care bears movie 
with the evil circus (i don’t know why
